must be ratified by a two-thirds 
vote of the Senate, and the meas- 
(| tire of public support for the 


treaty may tip the scales there. 


The agreement climaxes years 


of on-and-off negotiations — splin- 
tered at times by the thunder of 
nuclear tests — almost as old as 
the nuclear age itself. 


The White House declared that 


the President was gratified by the 
agreement in which the three 
powers also affirmed their deter- 
mination to strive for a complete 


v? test ban and implied they will 


give no nuclear aid to nations 
that will not go along with the 
pact.

The three foreign ministers- 


American Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Britain's Lord Home an> 
the Soviet Union's Andrei A. Gro- 
myko— will sign the treaty in Mos 
cow In "the near future," a com 
munique said.

and was 1.2 per cent above last 
year. 


The figures mean it cost $10,66 


to ;buy in June the same living 
cost items which could be bough! 
for ? 10 in the 1957-59 period. 


Arnold Chase,, assistant com- 


missioner for prices and living 
conditions in the Bureau of Lla- 
bor Statistics, said the June in 
crease was due primarily to high 
cr prices for food, housing and 
medical' care.

In addition, sales taxes were in- 


creased in several cities. 


Sharply 
higher sugar prices 


wcr'c a major cause of an ad- 
vance in average food prices in 
Jun'e. Sugar pi-ices rose by 32 per 
cent and were 44 per cent above 
a year earlier. 


On the whole, food prices av- 


eraged! 1.4 per cent higher than 
a year ago. Restaurant meals 
were 2.2 per cent higher.

Alaska Has 
Shortage 
of Salmon

NAKNEK, Alaska (AP) — An 


aura of helpless insecurity, tinged 
with anger, settled over Alaska's 
Bristol Bay area today in the 
wake of Die worst salmon season 
ever for the bay's rich red sal- 
mon fishery. 


In normal years, hordes of red 


salmon, a fish highly prized by 
the canning industry, enter the 
bay in early July en route to 
spawning streams. 


This year, the red run, for some 


as-yel-unexplaincd! reason, was a 
mere trickle. 


It left the some 3,500 persons of 


the area, whose living is tied pri- 
marily to the red salmon,, on the 
brink of poverty, with a harsh 
Alaskan winter coming on. 


The state and its congressional 


delegation have asked President 
Kennedy to declare the Bristol 
Bay a disaster area. 


The total 1963 American catch 


on the bay, an arm.of the Bering 
Sea 350 miles southeast of Anchor-' 
age, was only an estimated 2.5 
million.-'reds, compared, with a 
catchTof 2.0 '-million in; 1958, the 
worst previous year on record. 
.The Bristol Bay red run pro-i 
duced 203,700 cases of canned sal- 
mon this year, compared with 
926,441 cases in 1961, the top pack 
in the last 10 years on the bay. 


An/important question mark in 


the failure of this year's Bristol 
Bay run, to fishermen and to 
.state officials alike, is the extent 
of the Japanese high seas catch. 


Prohibited by the International 


North Pacific Fisheries Conven- 
tion from high seas salmon fish- 
ing east of 175 degrees west 
longitude, the Japanese neverthe- 
less take many immature Bristol 
Bay reds west of that abstention 
line. 


Earthquake 
in Yugoslavia 
Kills 1,000 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) 


— A c a t a s t r o p h i c earth- 
quake struck »ne minartetetf dty 
of Skopje all dawn today toppling 
tall buildings and homes and pos- 
sibly killing more than 1,000 peo- 
ple. 


Radio Belgrade said there are 


"thousands of injured," adding it 
was impossible to say how many. 
were killed but the number "must 
be very great." The official news 
agency Tanjug put the estimated 
death toll over 1,000. 


The radio said fires broke out 


in a technical school! and a boys' 
high school, 


Most of the city's population of 


270,000 were caught in their beds 
by the thunderous quake. Many 
ran out of their apartments in 
their night clothes. 
• 


Tens of thousands stood in the 


rubble-filled! streets, some weep- 
ing, 
others just staring at their 


former1 homes which had col- 
lapsed, Tanjug reported. 


Skopje parks were turned into 


collection points for the homeless. 


All citizens were ordered to 


stay out of their homes for the 
next 24 hours as a safety meas- 
ure. 


Tanjug reported that the earth- 


quake's center lay right in the 
heart of Skopje, the capital of the 
province of Macedonia. The down- 
town section wa^ hardest hit. 


The entire province of Mace- 


donia, 
southeast 
of Belgrade, 


was mobilized1 for relief work. 


Roads leading to the stricken 


city were jammed with trucks 
bringing in supplies and manpow- 
er and then turning around to, 
evacuate the'injured. 


The town of/Nis, northeast of 


Skopje,, made space for 1,000 
beds for the injured. Doctors 
were rushed in from all towns in 
the area.

Postmaster 
General Day 
Resigns 


By CARL P. LEUBSDORF , 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Post- 


master General J. Edward Day. 
who left a $60,000-a-year position 
as a West Coast insurance execu- 
tive to join President Kennedy's 
Cabinet,, has resigned to return 
to private life. 


The Post Office Department con- 


firmed Thursday night that Day 
submitted his resignation July 19 
and that President Kennedy.had 
accepted it. A spokesman said the 
effective date had been left to the 
President's discretion. 


The White House had no im- 


mediate comment. 


A source close to Day said he 


would be succeeded by former 
Sen. Benjamin A. Smith II, a 
former Harvard roommate o! the 
President who served two years 
in the Senate after Kennedy's 
election to the presidency. 


Day, 49,will1 become partner in 


charge of the Washington law of- 
fice of the Chicago firm of Sidley, 
Austin, Burgess and Smith. 


Day was formerly an atorney 


with the firm, as was Adlai E. 
Stevenson, now U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations. Later Day 
served as Illinois commissioner of 
insurance during Stevenson's term 
as governor. 


In his letter of resignation, Day 


said "because of an unusual op- 
portunity that has been offered1 
me, I can no longer postpone my 
return to private life." 


He will be the third member of 


President Kennedy's original Cabi» 
net to leave—but the first to re- 
turn to private life.

County tomato growers grossed an 
estimated $2,080,000 from the 1963 
harvest, County Agent R. E. Hunt- 
er said Wednesday. He termed it 
the best county-side harvest' in 41 
years of production. 


The e'stimate came from a1 sur- 


vey of 50 growers on the last day 
of the harvest. There are more 
than 700 growers working 1,625 
acres of land. Hunter placed' the

Work Bill to 
Be First of 
Civil Rights 


By JOHN BECKLER 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A contro- 


versial fair employment practices 
jill apparently is going to be the 
first, civil rights measure to be 
acted on in the House this ses- 
sion. 


Plans are being made to bring 


it to the floor before the Aug. 28 
mass demonstration in Washing- 
ton called by Negro civil rights 
leaders. 


The chances are the administra- 


tion's omnibus civil rights bill will 
still be making slow progress 
through committees then and con- 
gressional leaders would like to 
be able to show the demonstrators 
something more substantial in the 
way of action. 


Pinning their hopes to the FEPC 


bill could be a risky gamble, how- 
ever, as the measure faces heavy 
going. Congress has been refusing 
to act on fair employment bills 
for years. 


Backers of the bill now getting 


the green light for floor action are 
counting on Republican support to 
put it across. 


The bill came out of the House 


Education and Labor Committee 
with five of the 12 Republican 
members supporting it. Most of 
the others favored a substitute 
measure instead of flatly opposing 
the legislation. 


The bill would create a five- 


member commission and an of- 
fice of administrator. The com- 
mission would be empowered to 
issue orders banning racial dis- 
crimination in employment. The 
top substitute, offered by Rep. 
Robert P. Griffin, R-Mich., would! 
transfer the enforcement powers 
to the federal courts. 


Griffin has said he will offer his 


version on the House floor if the 
bill gets there.

groes. 


A second witness was A. Philip 


Randolph, president of the Negro,

He contended: 
"If 
legislation \ 


for a permanent, federal FEPC 
had not been killed by filibuster 
in 1946 and again in 1950, our 
economy, our democracy and our 
internal peace would not be in the 
same crisis that confronts them 
today. 


"If this renewed' attempt should 


suffer a similar fate, no respon- 
sible Negro leader can safely pre- 
dict or control the ultimate con- 
sequences." 


Meany1 siaid the AFL-CIO itt its 


efforts to remove color bars to 
membership is "meeting resist- 
ance at the local level." 


"We've made a great deal of 


progress at the local level," he 
told questioning senators,, "but we 
still have a long way to go."
